NEW ORLEANS — District Attorney Jim Garri- 
son charged today that Lee Harvey Oswald plotted 
the assassination of Prrsident Kennedy with New Or- 
leans civic leader Clav Shaw. 54 . and former airline 
pilot D_avid W. Ferripin Rerrie’s apartment in Sep- 
tember of 1963. 

Garrison made the allegations in an affidavit filed yes- 
terday and made public today, to substantiate a search war- 
rant for Shaw’s apartment. 

Injected also into the story was a truth serum angle. 
t Shaw, it was also revealed 
today, was in San Francisco 
the day Kennedy eas killed 
t (See Page 9.)

The name Clay Bertrand 
was first mentioned in 1963 
by Dean Andrews Jr., a local 
attorney who only today was 
subpenaed by Garrison for 
questioning. Andrews told in- 
vestigators that shortly after 
Oswald was arrested in Dal- 
las, a man named Clay Ber- 
trand telephoned him and 
asked him to represent Os- 
wald. The Warren Commis- 
sion said it found no man 
names Bertrand involved. 
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
